WEIMAR, July 10.—The German 


national assembly, very plainly dem- 
onstrated yesterday that it wanted to 
complete the unpleasant task of rati- 
fying the treaty quickly and without 
obscuring the measure in any way 
with qualifying resolutions. 


At the opening session the conser- 


vatives introduced 
a 
resolution 


which would make ratification de- 
pendent upon the judgment of recog- 
nized authorities in 
international 


law as to whether the proposed in- 
trrnatinoal court could institute trl- 
ttl and could, with retroactive juris- 
diction and authority, Impose penal- 
ties which have- not heretofore been' 
prescribed in international law. The 
resolution was aimed at the enforce- 
ment of Articles 227 to 230, inclu- 
sive, of the peace treaty (providing 
for the trial of the former emperor 
and other Germans accused of caus- 
ing the war or of violations of the 
rules of war.) 
It also provided for 


the establishment of a neutral court 
to pass upon the question of respon- 
sibility for* the conflict. 


The bill ratifying the treatv pass- 


ed the first reading and then a re- 
cess wasV taken to give the parties 
an opportunity to discuss the resolu- 
tion.

the peace treaty with Germany has 
resulted in a decision by the Depart- 
ment of Justice that the great ma- 
jority of German and Austrian enemy 
aliens now at large on parole may be 
released from all parole obligations 
safely. 


Attorney General Palmer, however 


has not changed his 
policy, 
an- 


nounced at tie time of the convic- 
tion of Eugene V. Debs, with respect 
to citizens convicted under the es- 
pionage law and dangerous 
aliens 


still In confinement. 


Mr. Palmer said today the depart- 


ment was continuing to review cases 
of persons convicted under the es- 
pionage act and that recommenda- 
tions for clemency In a nrfmber of 
them soon would be presented to 
President Wilson. 


These do not include the easqs of 


Debs or others of "similar im»ort- 
ance," however.

It was said the parole instructor 


would' affect most of the aliens in- 
terned during the war, but no esti- 
mate of the number to be released 
was available.

senting the peace treaty with Germany to the senate to- 
day declared that "a league of free nation&had become 
a practical necessity," to which the framers of the treaty 
felt obliged to turn "as an indispensable instrumental ity 
for the maintenance of the new order it has been their 
purpose to set up in the world." 


The "most skeptical" of the peace conferees at Paris, the president 


t-aid, had turned more and more to the league as discussion progressed^ 
m beeking solution of the problems that arose in framing the terms of the 
treaty itself 


"The fact that the covenant of the league was the first substantive 


part of the treaty to be worked out and agreed upon," the president said, 
"while all else was in solution, helped to make the formulation of Hie rest 
easier." 


Mr. Wilson said the agreement on 


the co\enant had given the conferees 
a feeling that thoir woi k was to be 
permanent, and that the most prac- 
tical among them "were at last the 
most ready to refer to the league 
of nations the superintendence or all 
interests which did not admit of im- 
mediate determination, of all 
ad- 


ministrative problems which weie to 
lequire a continuing oversight."

formulated. 


"The 
treaty constitutes nothing less 


than a world agreement. 
It would 


not be possible for me either to sum- 
marize or to construe its manifold 
provisions in an address which must 
of necessity °b« something less than 
a treatise. My services and all the 
information I possess will be at your 
disposal and at the disposal of your 
committee on foreign relations at 
my time either Informally or In ses- 
sion, as you may prefer; and I hope 
that you wilf not hesitate to make 
use of them. 
I shall at this time, 


prior to your own study of the docu- 
ment attempt only a jtneral charac- 
terization of Its scope and purpose. 


"The 
United States entered the war 


upon a different foo^nt from every 
other nation, except our a»iociates on 
this aide the Ma. We enUred it, not 
because of our " material interests 
were directly threatened or because 
any special treaty obligation* to 
•which we were parties had been vio- 
lated, but only because we saw the 
supremacy, and even the validity, of 
right everywhere put in Jeopardy and 
free government likely to be every- 
where imneriled by the intolerable 


aggression of a power which respect- 
ed neither right nor obligation, and

But, with very few excep- 
tions, the men who sat with us at 
the peace table desired as sincere- 
ly as wo did to get away from the 
bad influences, the Illegitimate pur- 
poses, the daoioralizatlng ambitions, 
f!ie> ill councils and expedients out of 
thf sinister designs of Germany had 
hprung as a natural growth. 
It had 


hc9n our privilege to formulate the 
principles which wore accepted as 
the basis of tho peace but they had 
been accepted, not because we had 
come in to hasten and .assure the 
victory and insisted upon them, but 
brctiuse they were readily acceded 
to us aa the principles to which hon- 
ourable and enlightened minds evsry- 
vi bore had been bred. 
They spoke 


tho conscience of tho world as well 
as tho conscience of America, and I 
am happy to pay my tribute of res- 
pect and gratitude to <the able, for- 
ward-looking men with whom it was 
my privilege to co-operate for their

"And out of tho execution of these 


:reat enterprises of liberty sprang 
pportunities to attempt what states- 


men had never found the way before 
o do; an opportunity to throw safe- 
guards about the rights of racial, na- 
lonal and religious minorities by sol- 
emn International 
covenant; an op- 


portunity to limit and regulate mili- 
tary establishments where they were 
most likely to be mischievous; an op- 
portunitv to effect a complete and 
systematic 
internationalization 
of 


wnterwajs and railways which were 
necessary to free economic life of 
more than one nation and to clear 
many of the normal channels of com- 
merce of unfair obstructions of law 
or of privilege and the very welcome 
opportunity to secure for labor the 
concerted jirotection of definite inter- 
national 
pledges of principle and 


practice." 


Tasks War Created 


These were not tasks which the 


conference looked about it to find 
and went out of its way to perform. 
They were inseparable 
from 
the 


settlements of peace. 
They were 


thrust 
upon 
it 
by 
circumstances 


which could not be overlooked. Tho 
war had created them. 
In all quar- 


ters of the world old established re- 
lationships had been disturbed or 
broken and affairs were at loose 
ends, needing to be mended or unit- 
ed again, but could not be made 
what they were before. 
They had 


'o be set right by appljing some 
uniform principle of justice or en- 
lightened 
expediency, 
and 
they 


could not be adjusted by merely 
prescribing in a treaty what should 
be done. 
Now states were to be 


set up which could not hope to live 
through their first period of weak- 
ness without assured support by tho 
great r.a'ions that had consented 
to their creation and won for them 
their independence. 


Ill governed colonies could not 


be put in the hands of governments 
which wore to act as trustees for 
their people and not as their mas- 
ters if there was to be no common 
authority 
among the 
nations to 


which they were to be responsible 
in the execution of their trust. Fu- 
ture international conventions with 
regard to the control of waterways, 
with regard to illicit traffic of many 
kinds, in arms or in deadly drugs, 
or with regard to the adjustment of 
many varying international admin- 
istrative arrangements could not be 
assured if the treaty were to pro- 
vide no permanent common interna- 
tional agency. If its execution in 
such matters was to be left to th* 
slow and 
uncertain 
processes of 


co-operation by ordinary 
methods 


of negotiation. 


Needed to Steady 


That there should be a league of 


nations to steady the counsels and 
maintain the peaceful understanding 
of the world, to make, not treaties 
alone, but the accepted 
principles 


of international law as well, the ac- 
tual rule of conduct among the gov- 
ernments of thp world, hnd bemi 


one of the agreements accepted from 
the first aa the basis of peace with 
the central powers. 
The statesmen 


of all the belligerent countries were 
agreed that such a league must be 
created to sustain the settlement 
that were to be effected. 
But at 


first I think there was a feeling 
among some of them that, while H 
must be attempted, the forxiation of 
such a league was perhaps a coun- 
sel of perfection 
which practical 


m«n, long experienced in the world 
of affairs, must agree' to every cau- 
tiously and 
giving*. 
It 


with very many mis- 
was only as the diffi- 


cult work of arranging on all bat 
universal adjustments of the world's 
affairs advanced from day to day 
from one stage of conference to an- 
nother that it became evident ro 
them that what they were seeking 
would be a little more than some- 
thing written upon paper, to be in- 
terpreted and applied by such meth- 
ods as Che chances of politics might 
make 'available if "they did not pro- 
vide a means of common counsel 
which all were obliged to accept a 
common authority whose decisions 
which all must respect. 


Free Nations Vnite. 


"Statesmen might see difficulties, 


mt the people could see none and 
could brooJc no denial. A 
war 
in 


which they had been bled white to 
>eat the terror that lay concealed in 
every balance of power must not end 
n a mere victory of arms and a new 
balance. 
The monster that bad re- 


sorted to arms m.ust he put in chains 
hat could not be broken. The united 
>ower of free nations must put a 
stop to aggression, and the world 
•nust be given peace 
If there was 


jot the will or the intelligence to ac- 
complish that now. there must tie

One of the most pronounced cases 
of the kind of the old Columbus anfl 
Sandusky turnpike which was pro- 
jected by a private company in 1826 
and completed two years later.

$3 and up a week for liquor will 
turn most of that money into chan-

home. 


This is not a guess, it is a proven 
fact, and New England furniture 
dealers must prepare to meet this 
demand. 


"Since the armistice was'signed 


the furniture dealers have done an 
abnormal business and more 
•will 


come with the arrival of dry times. 
The trouble will come in attempt- 
ing to keep up with the demands. 


Furniture manufacturers 
are 
al- 


ready swamped with orders, 
some 


even sold their entire year's output 
during .he first three days of the 
buying season, while virtually all 
of them are beyond ordinary capacity 
of production in an effort to meet 
the unusual demands.

in demand. In view of the in- 
creasing prices of furniture this is 
significant.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Presi- 


dent Wilson, conferring with news- 
paper correspondents at the White 
Honse today indicated that he was 
extremely gratified that the treaty 
of peace had been ratified so prompt- 
ly by the german national assem- 
bly. 


Discussing the peace negotiations 


at Paris; President Wilson let it be 
known that the league of nations 
covenant will be in every treaty ne- 
gotiated at Versailles, including that 
with Bulgaria, with which country tho 
United States nev-er was at war. 


In response to questions regarding 


the,Fiume situation the 
president 


pointed out that the treaty of Lon- 
don provided that Fiume was to go 
to Croatia an dthat Italy did not 
lay claim to the city when that treaty 
•v as signed. 


The president made it clear that 


demobilization of the American army 
would depend upon the speed with 
which tie military conditions of the 
peace treaty were executed by Ger- 
many and the treaty was ratified 
by the various governments. 


The Germans have from one to 


four ironths In which to deliver all 
material except that sufficient for 
the reduced German army provided 
for in the peace treaty and the pre- 
f-ident believes American 
Droops 


should stay on the Rhine until the 
material is delivered. 


Mr. Wilson feels that the United 


States must play a generous part in 
the reconsruL-tiuii of Europe but ho 
believes this should b'e accomplished 
by establishing some sound basis of 
credit rather than by direct govern- 
ment aid.
